the assayers. Perhaps the prospector sends samples to two. 
different assayers, and one returns him “no trace” while 
the other gives him a values of a few dollars per ton. The 
biggest return is almost invariably accepred as correct. and | 
the “no trace” man is charged with failure. Some assayers 
say it makes no difference whether they return ‘no trace” 
ora dollar or two a ton, because in neither case is the ore 
of any value. We claim the contrary and assert that the 
accuracy of any assay of ore of very low grade is much 
more important than that on ore carrying a hundred 
dollars per ton, for the reason that in the first case a differ- 
ence between “no trace” and a dollaror two may decide the 
expenditure of hundreds or perhaps tlousands of dollars 
in development; while in the latter the ore will be shipped | 
anyway; and we have all learned chat the smelters will 
pay for nothing but-the actual contents of the ore. Then, 
too, these returns of values from valucless ore are often the 
result of accident or carlessness in the hands of an assayer 
Who has every intention of being honest.
